And Intimates That His Views Upon 
•Ital Points Coincide With Those 
of tbe Silverites. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., July 22—The dele- 
gates to the national silver convention 
were slow in assemhling at the Grand 
Muslo hall and there were not enough 
visitors to fill the galleries when J. J. 
Mott, chairman of the national commit- 
tee, called the convention to order. 
He. too, was tardy, and it was long 
after 12 o'clock when he stepped to the 
platform and rapped for order. 
But it 
was not surprising that the delegates, 
the visitors and the chairman should 
have been slow in coming together. 
The weather was intensely hot. 
It was 
that variety of heat that one finds in 
the steam in a Turkirik bath. It rained 
last night and today the sun came in a 
clear sky with scarcely a breath of air 
stirring, and as the day advanced the 
heat intensified until the scorching 
rays of the sun became almost unbeara- 
ble. 


The hall had been attractivelylrdaped 
with flags and bunting, but the atmos- 
phere was so close and hot that it was 
almost suffocating when 
Chairman 
Mott came forward to cali the conven- 
tion to order, the delegates for the 
moment ceasing the use of fans, and 
roused from their torpor caused by the 
awful heat, indulged in some enthusi- 
astic cheering. 


Prayer was offered, after which MisB 
Lillie B. Pierce, of this city, read the 
declaration 
of 
independence. 
This 
caused another outburst of applause. 


When the call for the convention 
had been read, Francis O. Newlands, of 
Nevada, was introduced by Chairman 
Mott, as temporary chairman of the 
convention. Though the galleries of 
the hall were almost vacant, the dele- 
gates gave him a vigorous reception.

Cliainnati Mewlands' Speecb. 
In taking the chair Mr. Newlanda 
said: "The national silver party meets 
today to determine what meaeuree will 
beat advance the caase which we have 
at heart. 
The republican party has de- 
clared for the gold standard, save ao 
far as its dibaatrous consequences may 
be ayerted by an international adjust- 
ment with the leading 
commercial 
nations of the world. Practically this 
means gold monometalism, for under 
the system of finance inaugurated by 
Harrison and continued by Cleyeland, 
silver is denied its time honored use as 
redemption money, and has become 
simply the material 
upon which is 
stamped a gold promise. 
And so are 
our greenbacks, our treasury notes and 
silver certificates. Instead of 
being 
money, they have been turned into a 
gold debt, and the primary money of 
the country is confined to the limited 
amount of gold approximate, |500,000,- 
000, which an adverse balance of trade 
is constantly depleting ^ith all the at- 
tendant evils of continuing bond issues. 


The democratic party has declared 
for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting 
for 
international 
action. 
Whilst it has made other declarations 
in its platform it has announced that 
the silver question is the paramount 
issue of the 'day, and that to it all 
other questions are to be subordinate. 
It has nominated a candidate of unim- 
peachable character, of exalted ability, 
of inflexible integrity, of high purpose, 
who has never faltered for a moment 
in his devotion to the cause of bunetal- 
lism. Firm, but not headstrong, confi- 
dent, but not self sufficient, near to the 
people, but not demagogic, determined 
for reform, yet without a single incen- 
diary speech or passionate utterance to 
mar his record. Possessing a happy 
combination of the 
oratorical 
and 
logical qualities, young, courageous and 
enthusiastic, yet deliberate and wise, 
he stands as the ideal candidate o( a 
movement which, though termed a 
movement for reform, really means a 
return to the wise conservatism of our 
fathers. 


"It is not our intention to pay debts 
with fifty cent dollars, or drive away 
gold, or debase cur currency. 
Our 
purpose simply is by increasing the 
coinage and use of silver and by giving 
it equal privileges with gold, to raise its 
value and diminish the strain on gold 
which gold monometallism has caused; 
to take away its unjust apprehension 
and thus by pulling up the value of 
silver and pulling down the value of 
gold to restore the old ratio; that six- 
teen ounces of silver will be worth in 
bullion, as well as in coin, one ounce of 
gold. Thus the old unit of value—the 
dollar—based on both metals instead 
of one, 
be restored and we shall 
have a gold dollar worth 100 cents in 
silver and a silver dollar worth 100 
cents in gold. If we are asked why 
this ratio is determined upon, our 
answer b not only that that has been 
the customary ratio for years, but also 
that the total stock of silver coin in 
the world is four thousand 
million 
dollars; that the total stock of gold 


coin is approximately the same, and 
that if the total stocks of silver and 
gold were each melted into a solid 
mass, the silver mass would be about 
sixteen times as fireat in weight as the 
gold mass. 


"We also answer that today the rela- 
tive production ol the two metals is in 
approximately the same proportion. 
We must establish by law some relation 
of value between the two metals. 
And 
we propose to value silver as it will 
stand after restoration to equality of 
privilege with gold, and not while it is 
discredited by unequal laws. 


"The advantages of the restoration of 
bimetallism are applrent. 
It will not 
only give the world an increasing value 
of currency proportioned to the increase 
of population and to the extension of 
business, commerce and enterprise, but 
it will do away with the dislocation of 
the exchanges that has existed between 
gold standard and 
silver standard 
countries—a dislocation which has im- 
mensely stimulated the production of 
silver. 
England's wealth consists in 
gold. Our wealth consists in property 
and products. 
England is a creditor 
nation, the United States is a debtor 
nation* England is interested in hav- 
ing money dearer and products cheaper. 


"We rely upon good prices for our 
products in order to pay our foreign 
debts. 
England proposes to pursue a 
policy which will increase the value of 
the gold she owns, and ought not we to 
pursue a policy which will increase the 
value of property that we own and of 
the products that we export. 


"Do the imitators of English policy 
realize that there is a difference in 
interests between buyisr and seller, 
between the creditor nation and the 
debtor or producing nation? 
What 
should be our policy? Why to increase 
the use of silver, and in tha^ way 
increase its value so as to restore its 
parity with gold. We find that the 
flislooation between gold and 
silver 
has given the advantage in production 
to countries that are not on a gold 
basis; that their foreign product whose 
prices are stable in silver, although 
reduced in gold, are competing with 
ours in foreign markets to our disad- 
vantage, and that their manufactured 
products, produced at a labor 
cost 
stable in silver, but reduced in gold, 
offer a menace in the future to our 
home manHfacturers, protected though 
they be byWiff laws. 


We have at stake the interests of 
the greatest 
debtor nation 
of the 
world; the greatest silver producing 
country of the world; of the greatest 
amount of farm products in the world 
—fa;rm products On which we rely for 
the payment of our foreign debts and 
the prices of which have been driven 
down in gold, as silver has fallen. 


"Our opponents, gentlemen, exagger- 
ate the difficulties of the task before 
In order to restore silver, it is 
us. 
only necessary to absorb the current 
product of the mines. The accumu- 
lated stock is in the shape of coin, 
bearing the stamp of various govern- 
ments and it is atbsurd to assume that 
the owners of such coin will send it 
here simply to receive the American 
stamp. Silver coin it is and silver coin 
it would remain. 
There is no surplus 
any where in the shape of bullion; for 
the bullion in the treasury vaults is 
constructively coined and 
is repre- 
sented by silver certificates and treas- 
ury notes now in circulation. 
The 
Current product of the mines is now all 
Asorbed in current uses—in the arts, 
itr" coinage, and for other purposes. 
Any demand that we create would be a 
new demand and would have a ten- 
dency to increase the value of the cur- 
rent product. 


"But we are told that increase of 
value will increase production. 
Of 
course no man can foretell what the 
product of silver will be, but the best 
test of the future is limitation of the 
past, and we all know that all the 
silver in the world—the result of the 
operatoA of silver mining for at;es, can 
be put into a cube of sixty-six feet. 
The world has never produced enough 
of metallic coin. The fact that today 
over one-fourth of the money of the 
world is uncovered paper money proves 
this. 


But suppose the fears of our alarm- 
ists friends are realized and that nature, 
instead of exposing her silver treasure 
as she has done in the past gradually 
and progressively to meet the wants of 
the world's money, should expose it in 
large abundance, is not this a matter of 
easy control? The mines of the future 
are in the ungranted mineral lands of 
this country and in Mexico, for. re- 
jneinber, that Mexico and the United 
States produce two thirds of the silver 
of the world. Will it not be easy to 
limit those grants either exacting roy- 
alty or by total withdrawal so that the 
silver stores of the future may not be 
undu'y drawn upon for the present and 
that the calm and equal production of 
silver commensurate with its many 
uses may be established and secured? 


"We claim that the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by this 
country is practicable; that it will re- 
store the old relative value of silver and 
gold; release this country from depend- 
ence upon foreign gold; impair the 
competitive efficiency of the cheap 
labor of silver standard countries; re- 
store the value of our agricultural pro- 
ducts with which we pay our debts 
abroad, and save this country from a 
manufacturing cotupelition that will 
prove destructive. 


"This question has not been fought 
out in the manufacturing states of the 
country as it has been in the mining 
camps, the wheat fields and the cotton 
plantations. 
But the manufacturers of 
this country, before the end of this 
campaign, will learn that their inter- 


ests are in common with those of the 
general producers of the country, and 
the Oriental competition which has 
been so destructive to the farmers, will 
in the end be destructive to 
the 
manufacturers. 
We 
hope to see 
the 
wheat 
interests 
and 
the 
mining interests and the manufactur- 
ing 
interests 
united 
against 
the 
opponents of bimetallism. 
For, recol- 
lect, that it is the debtors money, the 
dealers in products and the carriers of 
products that have 
made a union 
against the productive energies of the 
country, whether the productive ener- 
gies are displayed in cotton and wool 
manufacturers in the New England 
and middle states, the iron and steel 
industries in Pennsylvania and the 
cotton industries of the south or in the 
mining of silver in the great west, and 
^ e may rest assured that this country 
in time will pursue a 
policy 
of 
enlightened self interest. 
It will real- 
ize this, to its interests as a producer of 
over one-third of the entire silver of 
the world, as the 
greatest 
debtor 
nation of the world, as the greatest 
producing nation in tbe world to stop 
depreciation of silver, to stop building 
up in value of every unit of this four 
thousand millions in gold, whose pres- 
ent home is in three foreign countries. 
And with the change will come bénéfi- 
cient results not only to producers, but 
to the banking, mercantile and railroad, 
interests which are now so steadily 
opposing us. 
They 
will 
realize 
that their prosperity is based upon the 
general prosperity of the entire country 
and that the prosperity of this country 
cannot continue so long as debtor and 
producing nations recognize gold as the 
only money metal and by their action 
enhance its value and increase its con* 
trol over the products of labor. 


"This campaign is to open up an era 
of education and in this work the 
silver party enters, animated by non- 
sectional spirit, controlled by no feel- 
ing of envy against the more prosper- 
ous, but inspired by the desire to 
maintain a broad American 
policy, 
which shall protect the interests of 
American production, whether in the 
mining camps of the mountains, 
the 
wheat fields of the west, the cotton 
fields of the south, or the factories of 
New England. 
But let us remember 
always in the contest, in union is 
strength, and that the motto of our 
opponents is now, as it has always 
been: 'Divide and Conquer.' "

St. Loms, July 22,—The day for the 
opening of the. two national conven- 
tions broke clear and bright—in strik- 
ing contrast with the^dark, gloomy and 
dripping skies which have been like a 
shadow over the preliminary days of 
the conventions. The heavens were 
azure blue, stuffed here and there with 
wads of cotton clouds. 


The populist crowds were abroad 
early, regaling themselves in the bright 
sunshine. 
The 
only 
drawback 
to 
an otherwise p ^ e c t day was the rising 
temperature, which promised torrid 
heat before old Sol cfossed the meri- 
dian. 


The crowds in the corridors of the 
hotels where the delegates headquarters 
of the various factions are located were 
dense and noisy, but there was a strik- 
ing absence of the brass bands, which 
attended the conventions of the old 
parties and woke the air with their 
clash and clatter. 


Before 10 o'clock the crowds and 
delegates began moving 
in 
steady 
streams toward the convention hall. 
Bryan and the "middle of the road" 
factions were both girded for the fray 
and both claimed the victory. 
The 
first test of strength was eagerly looked 
forward to, as it would prove Wbich 
was in. the majority. 


So far as the silver convention wa<; 
concerned there was little or no public 
interest in it. 
The attention of the 
public was all for the populist gather- 
ing. 
Although the "middle of the 
road" men were very much incensed 
last night at the statement of Senator 
Butler, of North Carolina, who was 
selected for temporary chairman by 
the notional committee, that he was in 
favor of Bryan's nomination condition- 
ally, they did not decide until 9 o'clock 
this morning whether they would fight 
the selection on the floor.

The hall in which the populists met 
was the same in which the national 
republican convention was held last 
month. 
There were the same arrange- 
ments as to seats. The state delegations 
were located in the pit, each marked 
by a gulden. 
The galleries reared 
themselves above the pit on all sides. 
The platform in front was flanked by 
the préss benches. The decorations 
were not elaborate. 
They were prac- 
tically the same as those of the repub- 
lican convention. 
The bunting that 
swathed the front of the galleites had 
been taken down and some of the flags 
which flaw from the roof were faded 
and weather beaten. 


There was not a picture in the hall. 
No faces of the populistic idols graced 
its walls. The only counterfeit presen- 
tation within the building was a large 
bust of General Grant, which faced the 
platform across the heads of the dele- 
gates. It occupied the same position 
in the republican convention. 
The 
speaker's stand had not been placed on 
the platform an hour before the hour 
for convening. 


The delegates began to straggle in 
before 10 o'clock, but the spectators 
were slow in arriving. 
When the pit 
was half filled there were not 200 people 
m the galleries. 
In this respect the 
usual order of things at the conventions 
of the old parties waa reversed. 


Among the first to arrive were the 
Kansas delations, with long yellow 
ribbons on their hearts, and many of 
them with son flowers in their lapels. 


Ignatius 
Donnelly, of 
Minnesota, 
short and round, with his small blue 
eyes twinkling and his good humored 
face beaming, came in early and talked 
Sergeant at Arms McDow- 
the platform, silver 
baton in hand, surveying the 
final 
arrangements. 


Congressman Howard, of Alabama, 
who wrote, "Jf Christ Came to Con- 
gress," was a striking figure in his 
delegation. 
He is tall, 
powerfully 
built, witji a swarthy complexion and 
straight black hair that gives him the 
appearance of an Indian.

As the air in the hall grew oppressive 
the delegates did not iiesitute to shed 
their cO'ts. Some of tbem came to tbe 
hall with their coats on their arms 
Others removed coat and vest and hung 
them on the backs of their chairs, 
Many of the delegates wore negligee 
shirts, and quite a number wore neither 
collar nor cravat.

The band stationed above the speaker's 
stand kept up a continuous fusilade of 
popular airs, but not one of them 
wrung a round of applause from the 
delegates. 
The first thing to wake 
them from their lethargy was the action 
of an assistant sergeant at arms when 
he hung a portrait of Lincoln over 
one of the fi*ont galleries.

There were several women delegates 
on the floor, among them Mrs. J. 0. A. 
Bush.ofPrescott, Arizona; Mrs. Jennie 
Beatherhold and Mrs. lies, of Colorado. 


Senator Allen received 
the 
first 
personal ovation. 
The Texas delega- 
tion grew demonstrative. 
A woman 
posed with a "middle of the road" 
streamer pinned to her gown and they 
cheered wildly. 
She waved iher hand- 
kerchief frantically in response and 
the enthusiastic Texans crowded about 
to shake her hand. 
She proved to be a 
Mrs. Jones, of Chicago. Then a Lone 
Star delegate mounted a chair and read 
a number of telegrams from Texas 
populists admonishing them to keep in 
the . middle of the road and bolt if 
necessary. 


Stuart Ashpeyhy, one of the dele- 
gates, also made a speech, and it looked 
as if Texas intended to hold a little 
convention all by herself. 


General Weaver, the last populist 
candidate for president, and Senator 
Pefier came together. Paul Vander- 
vort, of Nebraska, the most prominent 
candidate of the middle of the road 
men for president, took one of the 
seats on the platform reserved for dis- 
tinguished guests. On his coat he wore 
the badge of his faction. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock the chair- 
man's table, a pitcher of ice water and 
an oak gavel were carried to the plat- 
form. 
The 
Mississippi 
delegation 
marched down the aisle with banners 
bearing this slogan, "No compromise." 
There was an answering yell of joy 
from the Texas delegation as they 
recognized their allies. 


About this time some one nailed a 
portrait of Peter Cooper aboVe the 
speaker's stand. 
Below it were the 
words: "National prosperity cannot be 
restored by the enforced idleness of a 
large portion of our people." 


The portrait did not seem to be 
recognized, at least it was not ap- 
pended. 


eneral Weaver moved oveir to the 
TeAs delegation and made a short 
speech in favor of holding the sessions 
behind closed doors, but the Texans 
did not take kindly to the suggestion. 
They said it was impracticable. 


The middle of the road leaders, after 
conferring together, decided ^not to 
make an organized fight against the 
selection of Senator Butler as temporary 
c|iairman, and the Bryan men hailed 
this as an indication that they were 
afraid to submit to a test of strength. 
The Massachusetts delegation bore into 
the hall a banner bearing the legend: 
"Spirit of 1877." 


At 12:15 Senator Butler, of North 
Carolina, mounted the platform and 
took his seat. About him were "Cy- 
clone" Davis, of Texas; Secretary Tur- 
ner, of Washington^ D. C., and some 
members of the national committee. 
Three minutes later Chairman Taube- 
neck, of the executive committee, took 
his seat at the front of the platform. 


Senators 
Allen and Pefier 
were 
cheered as they ascended the stage. At 
this timej while every seat on the floor 
was taken 
and 
there 
was 
much 
animation, 
the 
galleries 
were 
practically 
empty. 
There 
were 
over 2,000 delegates and [attendants 
in the pit, but by a liberal estimate not 
over 600 spectators were in the gal- 
leries.

Governor Stone, of Missouri, who is 
to deliver the address of welcome, sat 
among the distinguished guests on the 
platfoi'm. 


At 
12:37 
Chairman 
Taubeneck 
stepped to the fronii of the platform to 
call the convention to order. At sight 
of him the Illinois delegation, which 
eat immediately below the platform, 
rose up and cheered. 
Mr. Taubeneck 
is a large handsome man, with a heaVy 
brown moustache and rather a palid 
complexion. 
Quiet came with the first 
rap of the gavel. 


The Bev. W. L. Smith, of the Third 
Baptist church of this city, delivered 
the invocation. 
The 1,300 delegates 
stood reverently as he appealed to the 
throne of grace to drive out all evil and 
sectionalism from the deliberations of 
the convention and bring in all good. 


Mr. Taubeneck's 16 to 1 gavel again 
descended upon the conclusion of the 
prayer. 
There was some surprise when 
the chairman 
introduced 
Governor 
Stone, of Missouri, but whatever appre- 
hensions might have been raised were 
speedily removed by the announcement 
that the governor was merely expected 
to make a welcoming address. 
Mr. 
Stone did not speak at great length. 
His welcome was most cordial and was 
couched in choice words. 
He ventured 
upon a few general remarks upon the 
propriety of freedom of opinion of the 
press, of spetch and of the ballot, 
which mubt, be said, amid applause, be 
preserved at all bazzards. 


"We are," he said, "in a crucial 
period, not only in party, but 
in 
national affairs." It would be consid- 
ered not improper, he said, for him to 
express the hope 
that 
leverything 
should be done with an eye single to 


influence. 
He expressed the hope 
that the day would soon come when 
the national ilae would be the emblem 
not only of national unity, but of 
national prosperity. 
In closing. Gov- 
ernor Stone repeated his assurance of 
welcome, in doing which, he spoke, he 
said, not for the state of Missouri alone, 
but for the city of St. Louis and for 
the entire Mississippi valley. 


While Governor Stone was speaking, 
the Texas delegation, occupying a seat 
on his extreme left, raised an immense 
national flag in their midst.

lernatlns Donnelly Talks. 


Ignatius Donnelly, of Minnesota, re- 
sponded to Governor Stone's speech. 
His appearance roused the middle of 
the road element to a burst of en- 
thusiasm. 
Mr. Donnelly spoke grace- 
fully, paying a high compliment to St. 
Louis and eloquently describing the 
majestic Mississippi 
and 
the vast 
country tributary to it, but avoiding 
adroitly any allusion to the subject 
upon which the delegates below him 
were divided. 
The movement which 
this convention represented, he said, 
was a growth of the farm. It had been 
conceived in the distress that pre- 
vailed among the producers of the 
country. 
The people had felt the 
effects of misgovernment. 
If there 
was any movement on the face of the 
earth called up by the veritable hand 
of God, it was the people's party. 


As he declared that the spirit of 
Washington, Jefferson, Jackson and 
the "August Lincoln" were floating 
above this convention, the delegates 
cheered lustily. 
"The party reached 
down to the soul and heart of human- 
ity. God save the people," said he. 
Upon that we stand. 
We are devoted 
to their cause. Let us never forget in 
our work that we are a band of brothers 
waging war against the enemies of 
mankind. 
We must stand together 
whatever we do." 
He went on, while 
the middle of the rovers shouted "the 
#ople8 party won't die; it needs to 
live." "I stood at the cradle of the 
greenback party; I stood at the cradle 
of the peoples party; and, God forbid 
that I should be here now to attend its 
funeral. 
This is the great work of the 
century. 
Let us do our duty, first de- 
termining that we will neither desert 
nor destroy our party." 


Dire Destruction by 
Flood. 


Waters of Shawnee Run 
.Leap the Banks, 


Inundating^ a Densely Fopnlat- 
ed Territory, 


Hoases Surrounded by Water, Cellars 
Filled and BnlldluKS Carried Away 
—IVo Injuries Reported. 


Chairman Butler Introduced. 
Mrs. Mary Ellen Lease, of Kansas, 
got a Hemonstration as she ascended 
the stage just before Chairman Taube- 
neck introduced Senator Butler 
as 
temporary chairman. In introducing 
Senator Butler, Mr. Taubeneck said 
that Mr. Butler had been selected by 
the national committee without a dis- 
senting vote, and he added his belief 
that when the convention adjourned it 
would be found that it had acted with 
as great unanimity as had the commit- 
tee in choosing the temporary chair- 
man. 


Senator Butler was received with 
great applause and at the suggestion of 
Committeeman 
Washburne, 
three 
cheers were given for the young sena- 
tor from the old North Carolina state. 
"We are here," said the senator, "be- 
cause there is need for us to be heard." 
He referred to the fact that two nation- 
al parties had already held their con- 
ventions. 
These two parties had had 
charge of the government for twenty- 
five years. The people had, during this 
time, done their duty in the matter of 
the cr^tion of wealth. 
They had 
caused the country, so far as they 
could,to "blóssom as the rose." 


But these parties had beenunfai^'ul 
to their trust, and had brought the 
country to the verge of bankruptcy. 
The leaders of both had been unfaith- 
ful to their trusts, hence the need for 
the people's party. 
He referred to 
Mr. McKinley 
as the candidate of 
"aggregated 
capital 
and 
combined 
greed." 
He declared both 
the old 
parties had for years kept the greatest 
issue in American politics in the back- 
ground. 


They would shun issues and fought 
sham battles. 
No matter where the 
victory lay, Wall street and Lombard 
street won. 
Meai^ime, he said, the 
people's party, organized to bring real 
relief to the people, had grown steadily. 
The agitation had been kept up; vic- 
tories agi^nst greed had been won. The 
south and the west had joined hands. 
He then paid a high tribute to the late 
President Hoke, of North Carolina, 
who, he said, had broken down- that 
Mason and Dixon's line and made it 
possible for a new party to revive the 
broad principies of Jefferson and Lm- 
coln. 


He described the various campaigns 
through which the party had passed in 
various states; the hardships endured, 
the flings and ridicule to which they 
had been subjected. But they had 
triumphed. 
They had at last torn the 
mask from the old parties. 
A few 
weeks ago the republican party had 
been forced to align itself with the 
moneyed kings of Wall street and 
Europe. 
The 
democratic party 
at 
Chicago was driven to the alternative 
of siding with the money or the people. 
They were so frightened that, in their 
desperation, they 
finally 
committed 
^ a n d and petty larceny. 
"They stole 
our platform and tried to steal into our 
party." 


The financial question, he continued, 
had been as,much an issue since 1873 
as it was today, but it remained for the 
people's party to force this issue to the 
front. 


At the concluBion of Butler's speech 
the convention 
adjourned 
until 8 
o'clock this evening.

The several hundred 
homes on South Wayne and Shawnee 
avenues, with the exception of a few 
situated on the highest portion of 
South Wayne avenue, aU suffered alike, 
as these properties abut on the banks 
of Shawnee stream. 
From 
Home 
avenue to Creighton avenue was a 
scene of desolation when viewed by a 


SENTINEL reporter at noon today, and it 
was then feared that the rising waters 
of the St. Mary's river would make 
matters still worse. 


A number of boats were brought into 
service but many workingmen were 
unable to reach their own homes at the 
dinner hour. 
The flood had 
filled 
their cellars, carried away many sheds 
and outbuildings and caused incalcula- 
ble damage to fences and'^other prop* 
erty.

worked damage. The hay harvest con 
tinues, and in localities the crop is bet- 
ter than expected. 
Plowing for winter 
wheat has begun. Chinch bags are 
still active in localities.

when in fact, they were the 
finishing 
product of laborious preparation, and 
in some cases of private rehearsals. His 
great speech in New York in the Gar- 
field campaign was a wonderful achieve- 
ment in memory and in the oratorical 
art that conceals art. 
Mr. Blaine also 
generally knew precisely what he was 
going to say, and just bow he was going 
to say iti before delivering an important 
speech. 
It long ago^ ceased to be a 
secret that on the occasion of his last 
appearance in Kochester he secured the 
attendance of an expert shorthand re- 
porter in his private room. The reporter 
seated himself at a table, with paper 
and pencils, and Mr. Blaine, slowly 
pacing the room, deliberately thought 
out a dictated speech. 


A typewritten copy of the reporter's 
notes was immediately taken to the 
newspaper offices, and a few hours later 
Mr. Blaine delivered the epeich, word 
for word, to a large assemblage of peo- 
ple. 
Between the dictation and the 
delivery Mr. Blaine had many callers, 
and his thoughts were diverted in 
other ways by the events of the day, 
but his memory did not fail him. 
Al- 
though this was by no means one of the 
most important mental efiorts of his 
life, it was a peculiar and impressive 
one. 


Some mental philosophers have con- 
tended that there is no such thing as 
pure memory—that what is 
called 
memory is merely an intellectual bent, 
in a certain direction. 
For example, 
one student may have a genius for 
history and another for the language?, 
each being "dull" except in his own 
specialty; and the historian may won- 
der at dates, while the linguist may 
accuse the historian of deficient mem. 
ory because the latter is baffled by 
definitions, declensions and conjuga- 
tiojos. 
The local politician's mind may 
be a storehouse of election returns and 
a perfect blank in certain other direc- 
tions, from which it is clear that he has 
a good memory for the kind of statis- 
tics that interest him. 
Yet, if he for- 
gets one ot a dozen articles which he 
should order at the grocery his better 
half will reproach him for having a 
poor niemiory, while she herself may 
not remember who were candidates for 
mayor at the list election. 
From all of 
whichiSome people argue that memory, 
as an independent faculty, does not 
exist, but is merely the manifestation 
of different channels of thought in 
which some minds habitually travel. 


The 
correctness or error of this 
theory, however,^may be left to the 
metaphysicians and psychologists. |FQ 
see and hear of what seem to be extra 
ordinary cases of memory, and the term 
will jcontinue to be a good enough 
definition in the popular mind of the 
phenomena of the kind of which brief 
reference has been made.

A Russian Exposition. 


An old encyclopedia declares that the 
annual Russian fair held at Nijni Nov- 
gorod, in central Russia, is " by far the 
greatest in the world/" That was before 
the days of international expositions. 
The great yearly Nijni -Novgorod fair 
still remains, however, one of the most 
interesting in the world. It will be at- 
tended this summer by thousands of 
Americans who have been drawn to its 
neighborhood by the czar's coronation 
and the millennial anniversaiy of Hun- 
gary. 


If the ancient encyclopedia had said 
that the Nijni Novgorod fair was one of 
the oldest in the world, its word would 
still have remained authority, for this 
curious annual show and bazaar began 
away back in the twilight of the miodern 
era The town itself is so old that there 
is no record of its fonndation. It may 
be as old as the city of Helen of Troy, 
for all any one knows. 
The fair was 
started in 1524, nearly 100 years be- 
fore the landing of the pilgrim fathers, 
and it has continued to be celebrated 
ever since. It is held during the month 
of July. This summer it will be of pe- 
culiar interest because the emperor has 
commanded that a great national expo- 
sition, in honor of his coronation, shall 
be held in connection with the yearly 
bazaar. 


The exposition will be divided into 
sections, each representing a separate 
comer of the mighty Russian empira 
There will be a division from Siberia, 
another from central/Asia and another 
from away up in Finland and Lapland. 
Strange products and stranger races 
from faroff regions of the earth will 
meet the eyes of t^aose Americans who 
are fortunate enonjgh to attend the Nijni 
Novgorod fair and Russian exposition. 


. 
. since the First Census. 


The first. United States census was 
taken in 1790. The whole country had 
then a population of a little less than 
4,000,000; to be exact, 8,929,21^. Four 
of the single states of the Union, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio, 
now have each one a larger population 
than the whole United States had at.the 
time the first census was taken. 


New York holds her head very high 
and haughty as the first state in regard 
to population, having, in 1890, 5,997,858 
people within her bprders. Undoubtedly 
now there are more than 6,000,000, 
But wben that first census was made in 
1790, New York was only the fifth in 
rank among the 13 original colonies. 
Massachusetts and even North Carolina 
contained mor^ inhabitants. 
It will be 
a surprise to niany to know that the. 
most populous state in 1790 wps none 
other than Vii'ginia. She led with 747,- 
610 inhabitants, while New York had 
only 340,130 all told. Northern New 
York and the ground where Buffalo now 
stands was little else t h ^ a wilderness. 
But even Virginia, proud of her emi- 
nence as she was, had fewer people in 
her whole area than the one city of 
Philadelphia now contains. 


It was m fact not tOl 1820, at the 
fo^th census, that New York ^ook her 
place at the head and became the Empire 
State. Virginia maintained her suprem- 
acy though 1800 and 1810. But there 
WM noi a state in tho tJnion that had 
1,000,000 population till 1830, when 
New York passed to the head with 
1,872,111. She had paissed first Massa- 
chusetts and then North Carolina in the 
decade between 1790 and 1800 and ap- 
peared in the latter year as third in 
rank, Pennsylvania being second. 
By 
1810 she had passed Pennsylvania and 
was second. Pennsylvania is still the 
second state, with a population in 1890 
of 5,258,014. The state next to her is 
Illinois, but there is a matter of 1,431,- 
653 difference in population for the am- 
bitious western state to overcome before 
she can overtake Pennsylvania. Wheth- 
er she will ever oyercome it is an inter- 
esting question. 


Meantime Virginia, that started out 
so bravely both as the leading state and 
as the mother of presidents, has sunk to 
the fifteenth in rank, and there is no 
prospect that one of her sons will be 
president very soon. 


On the whole, with 45 states, 4 ter- 
ritories and a total population of 70, - 
000,000, the United States is at present 
doing fairly well, thank you. 


Czar Stood Upon a Yankee Carpet. 


One of the pleasing incidents at the 
coronation of young Czar Nicholas II is 
not generally known to Americans, 
though it is an incident calculated to 
give our national vanity a considerable 
boost. It is a fact that the United States 
was liberally levied ou for the splendors 
that made this coronation unique in the 
world's history. 
The Russian ofacials 
sent to a factory at Yonkers, N. Y., for 
500 yards of moquette carpeting for 
the floors and staii-s trodden by the feet 
of the emperors, kings and princes on 
that occasion. 


Persian carpets were not thick and 
rich enough. 
Rugs from Samarkand 
were not soft enougli. 
The sumptuous 
floor coverings over which the nimble, 
patient fingers of Persian, Syrian or 
Hindoo toil year after year did not 
count when it came to providing a car- 
pet to be pressed by the feet of the czar 
of all the Russias on the greatest occa- 
sion of hia life.

A solid, sinooth path exclusively for 
bicyclists will soon be finished between 
Atlantic City and Pleajsantville, N. J. 
A company has been fonned to build it, 
much the same as a coi-poration would 
be organized to constract a railroad or 
telegraph. 
Capital is subscribed and 
paid in, and when the* work is done bi- 
cyclists will be charged such a toll as 
will afford the company dividends on 
their capital 
The cycle path will be 
elevated 4 feet abcse the high road, 
will be 10 feet wideband will be lighted 
by electricity. 


The idea is a new one, but perfectly 
feasible. No doubt the clever projectors 
of the cycle path scheme will reap am- 
ple interest on the capital invested. 
They ought to. Any bicyclist will will- 
ingly, yea, gladly, pay a toll to escape 
the danger of being run over by drun 
en, careless or vicious cab drivery and 
truckmen or 
by the ramrod 
coachmen of rich gentlemen. 


There is no reason why the example 
of the Cycle Path company should not 
be followed with paying results else- 
where. -There is only one thing better 
than their plan. It is for state or city 
authorities td construct safe and pleas- 
ant paths for cyclists and then pay the 
expenses of retaking them by a tax on 
bicyclea A very large majority of 'all 
the wheelmen in the country would 
cheerfully pay such tax for the sake of 
having'Safe and suitable paths.

I have stayed awaiy from 
the stables. I have listened to no own- 
ers or jockeys. 
Their opinions are al- 
ways biased. 
I have relied solely on 
my own judgment, formed by carefully 
watching 
the 
horses 
and 
knowing 
them 
absolutely 
by 
heart—knowing 
their records in all the races they have 
ever run, and ascertaining their exact 
condition upon entering the track. The 
only men who ever made money at the 
business are those who have done ex- 
actly as I have done—formed their own 
opinions and listened to 
no one, 
I 
could name fifty such 
men. 
Among 
the most notable are (Jeorge Wheeloek, 
Fred Cowen, 'Cad' Irtish, Jack McDon- 
ald, Riley Grannan, Ed Gaines and Sam 
Mulford.

ST. Louis, Mo, July 22 —The dele- 


;ates to the national silver convention 
were slow in assembling at the Grand 
klusic hall and there were not enough 
isitors to fill the galleries when J. J. 
iott, chairman of the national commit- 
eo, called the convention to order, 
le, too, was tardy, and it was long 
after 12 o'clock when he stepped to the 
>latform and rapped for order. But it 
was not surprising that the delegates, 
he visitors and the chairman should 
lave been slow in coming together, 
'he weather was intensely hot. It waa 
hat variety of heat that one finds in 
he steam in a Turkuh bath. U rained 
ast night and today the sun came in a 
lear sky with scarcely a breath of air 
lining, and as the day advanced the 
heat intensified until the scorching 
ays of the eun became almost unbeara- 
ile. 
The hall bad been aHractively'.rdaped 


with flags and bunting, but the atmos- 
here was so close and hot that it was 
Imost suffocating 
when Chairman 


Mott came forward to call the conven- 
ion to order, the delegates for the 
moment ceasing the use of fane, and 
oused from their torpor caused by the 
wful heat, indulged in some enthusi- 
astic cheering. 


Prayer was offered, after which Miss 
lillie B. Pierce, of this city, read the 
Declaration 
of independence. This 


aueed another outburst of applause. 
When the call for the convention 


had been read, Francis G. Newlands, of 
Nevada, was introduced by Chairman 
lott, as temporary chairman of the 
onvention. Though the galleries of 
lie hall were almost vacant, the dele- 
ates gave him a vigorous reception.

Practically this 
means gold monometalism, for under 
he system of finance inaugurated by 
larriaon and continued by Cleveland, 
ilver is denied its time honored use as 
edemption money, and hag become 
imply the material upon which is 
tamped a gold promise. And BO are 
our greenbacks, our treasury notes and 
ilver certificates. Instead of being 
money, they have been turned into a 
:old debt, and the primary money of 
.he country is confined to the limited 
imounfc of gold approximate, $500.000,- 


KK), which an adverse balance of trade 
s constantly depleting with all the at- 
endant evils of continuing bond issues. 


"The democratic party has declared 


'or the free and unlimited coinage of 
lilver at a ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting 
for 
international 
action. 


Whilst it has made other declarations 
.n its platform it has announced that 
the silver question is the paramount 
ssue of the day, and that to it all 
other questions are to be subordinate, 
•t has nominated a candidate of unim- 
peachable character, of exalted ability, 
of inflexible integrity, of high purpose, 
who has never faltered for a moment 
in his devotion to the cause of bimetal- 
lism. Firm, but not headstrong, confi- 
dent, but not self sufficient, near to the 
people, but not demagogic, determined 
or reform, yet without a single incen 
diary speech or passionate utterance to 
mar his record. Possessing a happy 
combination of the oratorical and 
logical qualitiei, young, courageous and 
enthusiastic, yet deliberate and wise, 
be stands as the ideal candidate of 
movement which, though termed 
movement for reform, really means a 
return to the wise conservatism of our 
fathers. 


"It is not our intention to pay debts 


with fifty cent dollars, or drive away 
gold, or debase cur currency. 
Our 


purpose simply is by increasing the 
coinage and use of silver and by gi 
it equal privileges with gold, to ra'.se its 
value and diminish the strain on gol< 
which gold monometallism has caused 
to take away its unjust apprehension 
and thus by pulling up the value o 
silver and pulling down the value o 
gold to restore the old ratio; that six 
teen ounces of silver will be worth in 
bullion, as well as in coin, one ounce o 
gold. Thus the old. unit of value—th 
dollar—baaed on both metals instea 
of one, n ill be restored and we ehal 
hare a gold dollar worth 100 cents 
silver and a silver dollar worth 10 
cents in gold. If we are asked wb 
this ratio is determined upon, ou 
answer is not only that that has bee 
the customary ratio for years, but als 
that the total stock of silver com i 
the world U four thousand millio 


coin is approximately the same, and 
that if the total sleeks of silver and 
gold were each melted into a solid 
mass, the silver mass would be about 
sixteen times as iireat in weight as the 
gold mass, 


"We also answer that today the rela- 


tive production of the two metals is in 
approximately the same proportion. 
We muet establish by law some relation 
of value between the two metals. And 
we propose to value silver aa it will 
stand after restoration to equality of 
privilege with gold, and not while it is 
discredited by unequal laws. 


"The advantages of the restoration of 


Bimetallism are apparent. - It will not 
only give the world an increasing value 
of currency proportioned to the increase 
of population and to the extension of 
>UBine83, commerce and enterprise, but 
t will do away with the dislocation of 
he exchanges that has existed between 
;old standard and 
silver standard 


countries—a dislocation which has im- 
mensely stimulated the production of 
ilver. 
England's wealth consists in 


;old. Our wealth consists in property 
and products. 
England is a creditor 


uatioD, the United States is a debtor 
nation- England is interested in hav- 
ng money dearer and products cheaper. 


''We rely upon good prices for our 


•roducts in order to pay our foreign 
lebts. 
England proposes to pursue a 


jolicy which will increase the value of 
he gold she owns, and ought not we to 
lursue a policy which will increase the 
alue of property that we own and of 
he products that we export. 
"Do the imitators of English policy 


ealize th'at there is a difference in 
nterests between buyer and seller, 
otween tho creditor nation and the 
.ebtor or producing nation? What 
liould be our policy ? Why to increase 
tie use of silver, and in that way 
ncrease its value so as to restore its 
arily with gold. We Snd that the 
islocation between gold and silver 
as given the advantage in production 
3 countries that are not on a gold 
asis; that their foreign product whose 
rices are stable in silver, although 
educed in gold, are competing with 
urs in foreign markets to our disad- 
antage, and that their manufactured 
roducts, produced at a labor cost 
table in silver, but reduced in gold, 
dor a menace in. the future to our 
ome manufacturers, protected though, 
hey be by tariff laws. 


We have at stake the interests of 


be greatest debtor nation of the 
world; the greatest silver producing 
ountry of the world; of the greatest 
mount of farm products in the world 
—farm products on which we rely for 


10 payment of our foreign debts and 
lie prices of which have been driven 
own in gold, as silver has fallen. 
"Our opponents, gentlemen, exagger- 
te the difficulties of the task before 


In order to restore silver, it is 


nly necessary to absorb the current 
roduot of the mines. The accumu- 
ated stock is in the shape of coin, 
earing the stamp of various govern- 
ments and it is absurd to assume that 
he owners of such coin will send it 
lere simply to receive the American 
tamp. Silver coin it is and silver coin 
t would remain. There is no surplus 
,nywhere in the shape of bullion; for 
he bullion in the treasury vault* is 
instructively coined and is repre- 
entcd by silver certificates and treas- 
ury notes now in circulation. The 
urrent product of the mines is now all 
absorbed in current uses—in the arts, 
n coinage, and for other purposes. 
Any demand that we create would be a 
new demand and would have a ten- 
dency to increase the value of the cur- 
•ent product, 


"But we are told that increase of 


value will increase production. 
Of 


course no man can foretell what the 
>roduct of silver will be, but the best 
eat of the future is limitation of the 
>sst,' and we all know that all the 
ilver in the world—the result of the 
iterators of silver mining for ages, can 
be put into a cube ot sixty-six feet. 
The world has never produced enough 
of metallic coin. The fact that today 
over one-fourth of the money of the 
world is uncovered paper money proves 
.his. 


"But suppose the fears of our alarm 


ste friends erereali/ed and that nature, 
nstead of exposing her silver treasure 
as she has done in the past gradually 
and progressively to meet the wants of 
,he world's money, should expose it in 1 
,arge abundance, is not this a matter of 
easy control? The mines of the future 
are in the ungranted mineral lands of 
this country and in Mexico, for, re- 
member, that Mexico and the United 
States produce two thirds of the silver 
of the world. 
Will it not be easy to 


limit those grants either exacting roy- 
alty or by total withdrawal so that the 
silver stores of the future may not be 
undu'y drawn upon for the present and 
that the calm and equal production of 
silver commensurate with its many 
ueee may he established and secured ? 


"We claim that the free coinage of 


silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by this 
country is practicable; that it will re- 
store the old relative value of silver and 
gold; release this country from depend- 
ence upon foreign gold; impair the 
competitive fffioiency of the cheap 
labor of silver standard countries; re- 
store the value of our agricultural pro- 
ducts with which we pay our debts 
abroad, and save this country from a 
manufacturing competition that will 
prove destructive. 


"This question bas cot been fought 


out in the manufacturing states of the 
country as it hes been in the mining 
camps, the wheat fields and the cotton 
plantations. But the manufacturers of 
this country, before the end of this 


ests are in common with those of the 
general producers of the country, and 
the Oriental competition which hss 
been so destructive to the farmers, will 
in the end be destructive to 
the 


manufacturers, 
We 
hope to see 


the

mining interests and the manufactur- 
ing

united 
against the 


opponents of bimetallism. 
FOT, recol- 


lect, that it is the debtors money, tho 
dealers in products and the carriers of 
products that have 
made a union 


against the productive energies of the 
country, whether the productive ener- 
gies are displayed in cotton and wool 
manufacturers in the New England 
and middle states, the iron and steel 
industries in Pennsylvania and the 
cotton industries of the south or in the 
mining of silver in the great west, and 
we may rest assured that this country 
in time will pursue a

of 


enlightened self interest. 
It will real- 


ize this, to its interests as a producer of 
over one-third of the entire silver of 
the world, as tho 
greatest 
debtor 


nation of the world, as the 
greatest 


producing nation in the world to stop 
depreciation of silver, to stop building 
up in value of every unit o' this four 
thousand millions in gold, whose pres- 
ent home is in three foreign countries. 
And with the change will come benefi- 
cient results not only to producers, hut 
to the banking, mercantile and railroad 
interests which are now so steadily 
opposing us. 
They 
will 
realize 


that their prosperity is based upon the 
general prosperity of the entire country 
and that the prosperity of this country 
cannot continue so long as debtor and 
producing nations recognize gold as the 
only money metal and by their action 
enhance its value and increase its con* 
trol over the products of labor. 


"This campaign is to open up an era 


of education and in this work the 
silver party enters, animated by non- 
sectional spirit, controlled by no feel- 
ing of envy against the more prosper- 
ous, but inspired by the desire to 
maintain a broad American policy, 
which shall protect the interests of 
American production, whether in the 
mining camps of the mountains, the 
wheat tislda of the west, the cotton 
fields of the south, or the factories of 
New England. 
But lot us remember 


always in the contest, in union is 
strength, and that the motto of our 
opponents is now, as it has always 
been: 'Divide and Conquer.' "

ST. Louis, July 22—The day for the 


opening of the two national conven- 
tions broke clear and bright—in strik- 
ing contrast with the dark, gloomy and 
dripping skies which have been like H 
shadow over the preliminary days of 
the conventions. The heavens were 
azure blue, slutted here and there with 
wads of cotlon clouds. 


The populist crowds were abroad 


early, regaling themselvee in tho bright 
sunshine. 
The 
only drawback to 


an otherwise perfect day was tho rising 
temperature, which promised torrid 
heat before old Sol crossed the meri- 
dian. 


The crowds in the coiridors of tbe 


hotels where the delegates headquarters 
of the various factious are located were 
dense and noisy, but there was a strik- 
ing absence of the brass bands, which 
attended the conventions of the old 
parties and woke the nir with their 
clash and clavier. 


Before 10 o'clock the crowds and 


delegates began moving 
in 
steady 


streams toward ihe convention hall. 
Bryan and the "middle of the road" 
factions were both girded for the fray 
and both claimed the victory. 
The 


first test of strength was eagerly looked 
forward to, na it would prove which 
was in the majority. 


So far as the silver convention was 


concerned there was little or no public 
interest in it. 
The attention of the 


public was all for the populist gather- 
ing. 
Although the "middle of the 


road" men were very much incensed 
last night at the statement of Senator 
Butler, of North Carolina, who was 
selected for temporary chairman by 
the notional committee, that ho was in 
favor of Bryan's nomination condition- 
ally, they did not decide until 9 o'clock 
this morning whether they would light 
the selection on the floor. 


At the Hull. 


The hall in which tbe populists met 


was the same in which the national 
republican convention was held last 
month. There wero the same arrange- 
ments as to seats. The state delegations 
were located in the pit, each marked 
by a gulden. 
Tho galleries reared 


themselves above the pit on all sides. 
The platform in front was Hanked by 
the press benches. The decorations 
were not elaborate. Tlioy were prac- 
tically the eame as thoae of the repub- 
lican convention. The bunting that 
swathed the front ol the galleries had 
been taken down and some of the flags 
which flew from tho roof were faded 
and weather beaten.

There wns not a picture in the hall. 


No faces of tho populistic idols graced 
its walls. The only counterfeit presen- 
tation within the building was a large 
bust of General Grant, which faced the 
p'atform across tbe heads of the dele- 
gates. It occupied the same position 
in the republican convention.

speaker's stand had not been placed on 
the platform an hour before the hour 
for convening. 


The delegates began to straggle in 


before 10 o'clock, but the spectators 
were slow in arriving. When the pit 
was half filled there were not 200 people 
m the galleries.

usual order of things at the conventions 
of the old parties was reversed. 


Among the first to arrive were the 


Kansas delegations, with long yellow 
ribbons on their hearts, and many of 
them with sunflowers in their lapels.

Hi 
great speech in New York in the Ga 
field campaign was a wonderful achievi 
men: in memory and in the oratories 
art that conceals, art. Mr. Elaine als 
generally knew precisely what he was 
going to say, and just how he was goiu 
to say it, before delivering an importan 
speech. It long ago ceased to be 
secret that on the .occasion of his las 
appearance in Rochester he secured th 
attendance of an expert shorthand re- 
porter in his private room. Thereporte 
seated himself at a table, with pape 
and pencils, and Mr. Elaine, slow! 
pacing the room, deliberately though 
out a dictated speech. 


A typewritten copy of the reporter' 


notes was immediately taken to tb 
newspaper offices, and a few hours late 
Mr. Blaine delivered the speech, wor 
for word, to a large assemblage of peo 
pie. Between the dictation acd th 
<Je-livery Mr. Blaine had many callers 
and his thoughts were diverted in 
other ways by the events of the day 
but his memory did not fail him. A 
though this was by no means one of th 
most important mental efforts of hi 
life, it was a peculiar and impressiv 
one. 


Some mental philosophers have con 


tended that there is no such thing 
pure memory—that what is callec 
memory is merely an intellectual bent 
in a certain direction. For example 
one student may have a genius fo 
history and another for the language? 
each being "dull" except in his ow 
specialty; and the historian may won 
der at dates, while the linguist ma 
accuse the historian of deficient mero 
ory because the latter is ba tiled b 
definitions, declensions and conjuga 
lions. The local politician's mind ma 
be a storehouse of election returns an 
a perfect blank in certain other direc 
tions, from which it is clear that he ha 
a i;ood memory for the kind of statie 
tics that interest him. Yet, if he for 
gets one ot a dozen articles which h 
should order at the grocery his bette 
half will reproach him for having 
poor memory, while she herself ma 
not remember who were candidates fo 
mayor at the last election. From all o 
which some people argue that memory 
as an independent faculty, does no 
exist, but is merely the manifestatio 
of different channels of thought i 
which some minds habitually travel. 


The 
correctness or error of thi 


theory, however, may he left to th 
metaphysicians and psychologists. W 
see and hear of what seem to be extra 
ordinary cases of memory, and the term 
will continue to be a good enoug 
definition in the popular mind of th 
phenomena of the kind of which brie 
reference has been made. 


Since the First Census. 


The first United States census wa, 


taken in 1790. Tho wholo country hat 
then a population of a little less thai 
4,000,000; to IK- exact, 8,020,214. Fou 
of the single states of tho Union, No 
York, Pennsylvania, Hlinoi'i aud Ohio 
now have each one a larger populatioi 
than tho wholo United States had at th 
time the first cen^-us was token. 


New York holds her head very high 


ami haughty as the iirst state in regan 
to population, haviiitr.m 1890, 3,997,85, 
people within her borders. Undoubted!; 
now there arc more than 0,000,000 
But when that first census was made i 
1700, Now York was only tho fifth i 
rank among tho i 3 original colonies, 
Massachusetts and even North Curolin 
contained more inhabitants. It will b 
a surpribo to many to know that th 
most populous state in 1790 was non 
other than Virginia. Sho led with 7-17, 
G10 inhabitants, whilo New York ha 
only 340,120 all told. Northern Ne\ 
York and tho ground where Buffalo ncn 
stands was little else than a wilderness 
But even Virginia, proud of her emi 
nc nee as she was had fewer peoplo i 
her whole area than the one city o 
Philadelphia now contains. 


It was in fact not till 1820, at tho 


fourth census, that New York took lie 
place at the lie.id and became the Empir 
State. Virginia maintained hersupreui 
ncy through 1800 and 1810. But there 
was not a state in tho Union that ha< 
1,000,000 population till 1820, whei 
New York passed to the head wit] 
1,373,111. She had patted lii.st Mu.s-a 
chusetts and then North Carolina in tin 
decade between 17!>0 and 1600 uud ap 
peared In tho latter year as (hint ii 
rank, Pennsylvania being sicoml.

A Russian Exposition. 


An old encyclopedia declares that the 


annual Russian fair held at Nijnl Nov- 
gorod, iu central Russia, is "by far the 
greatest in the world." That was before 
tho days of international expositions. 
The great ye:irly Nijui Novgorod fair 
still remains, however, one of the most 
interesting in the world. It will bo at- 
tended this summer by thousands cf 
Americans who have been drawn to its 
neighborhood by tho czar's coronation 
and the millennial anniversary of Hun- 
gary. 


If the aneient encyclopedia had said 


that tho Nijui Novgorod fair was one of 
the oldest in the world, its word would 
still havo remained authority, for this 
curious annual thow and bazaar began 
away back in tho twilight of tho modern 
era. The town itself is so old that there 
is no record of its foundation. It may 
bo as old as tho city of Helen of Troy, 
for all any one knows. Tho fair was 
started in, 1524, nearly 100 years be- 
fore tho landing of the pilgrim fathers, 
and it has continued to bo celebrated 
over since. It is hold during tho month 
of July. This summer it will bo of pe- 
culiar interest because the emperor has 
commanded that a great national expo- 
sition, iu honor of his coronation, shall 
be held iu connection with tho yearly 
bazaar. 


Tho exposition will bo divided into 


sections, each representing a separate 
corner of the mighty Russian erupira 
there will bo a division from Siberia, 
another from central Asia and another 
from away up in Finland and Lapland. 
Strange products and stranger races 
from faroff regions of tho earth will 
meet the eyes of those Americans who 
arc fortunate enough to attend tho Nijui 
Novgorod fair aud Russian exposition. 


Bicycle Paths aud Taxes. 


A solid, smooth path exclusively for 


bicyclists will soon bo finished between 
Atlantic City and Plcasantville, N. J. 
A company has been formed to build it, 
much the same as a corporation would 
bo organized to construct a railroad or 
telegraph. Capital is subscribed aud 
paid iu, and when tho work is done bi- 
cyclists will be charged such a toll as 
will afford tuc company dividends on 
their capital. Tho cycle path will bo 
elevated 4 feet abovo tho high road, 
will bo 10 feet wido and will bo lighted 
by electricity. 


Tho idea is a new one, but perfectly 


feasible. No doubt tho clever projectors 
of tho cycle path scheme will reap am- 
ple interest on the capital invested. 
They ought to. Any bicyclist will will- 
ingly, yea, gladly, pay a toll to cscapo 
the danger of being run over by dronk- 
en, careless or vicious cab drivers and 
truckmen or by tho ramrod spined 
coachmen of rich gentlemen. 


There is no reason why the example 


of tho Cyclo Path company should not 
bo followed with paying results else- 
where. There is only ono thing better 
than their plan. It is for state or city 
authorities to construct safe and pleas- 
ant paths for cyclists aud then pay tho 
expenses of making them by a tax on 
bicycles. A very largo majority of all 
tho wheelmen in tho country would 
cheerfully pay such tax for tho sako of 
having safo uud suitable paths.

I have listened to no own- 
ers or jockeys. .Their opinions arc al- 
ways biased. I have relied solely on 
my own judgment, formed by carefully 
watching tho horses and knowing 
them absolutely by heart—knowing 
their records In all the races they havo 
ever run, and ascertaining their exact 
condition upon outcrlng tho track.
